Del., C.A. No. 99-522 (RRM) (hereinafter "the Cantor 
litigation" ) . 

The Cantor litigation involved U.S. Patent 

No. 5,905,974, which is the patent in reissue. ■ The Cantor 

litigation commenced on August 10, 1999 and concluded on July 18, 
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2000.* During the Cantor litigation, plaintiffs asserted that 
the '974 patent was invalid, and unenforceable by reason of 
alleged inequitable conduct. Documents pertaining to these 
allegations are included in Appendix A.

* In the above -captioned reissue application, applicants 
received an Office Action mailed on November 14, 2001, 
stating that the above- identified reissue application had 
been stayed in view of the Cantor litigation. The 
undersigned notified the Examiner that the litigation had 
concluded by submitting a Notice of Prior or Concurrent 
Proceedings to the Patent Office on February 21, 2002. In 
an Office Action mailed December 18, 2 002, the Examiner 
acknowledged the conclusion of the litigation and reinstated 
the reissue application.
